This magnificent collection of the engraved works of Van Dyck 
contains 269 plates altogether. It is impossible to give here a complete 
list, but the following remarks will, we think, give an idea of the 
exceptional quality of this set: 


Vol. I.: The 16 etchings by Van Dyck (Dutuit Nos. 1-16), several 
in rare early states (e.g. D 3 third state, D 4 second state before letters 
G. H., D 7 fourth state, etc.). This is followed by a superb set of the 
plates published by Martin-van den Emden (which were the first 
collection to be issued and precedes that of Hendricx),- all in rare 
early states with the name of van den Emden, several before the 
engravers names. Ihere are also 37 duplicates in various states, among 
which an unfinished (second) state of Adam de Coster {D 38) may be 
mentioned. This series is described by Duituit (17, 19-101). Some other 
prints have been inserted, of which may be mentioned the magnificent 
impression of James Watson's mezzotint portrait of Paul Pontius, two 
other mezzotint copies (apparently unrecorded) of D 21 (p. 68) and 
D 74 (p. 35), also ©’ Christ crowned with thorn,’’ and “ Titian and his 
Mistress ’’ (third state of five). 


Vol. 2 contains the extiomelye rare. ornamental title-page to the | 
Gillis Hendricx edition of the Iconography and an almost complete set 
of the additional plates to the Iconography (only 19 of these are missing, 
of which several are practically unobiainable). There are many other 
interesting plates after Van Dyck, his mezzotint pertrait by J. van der 
Bruggen, dated 1681, Morin’s portraits of Bentivoglio (p. 6), Chrystin 
(p. 7), and the Countess of Carnarvon (p. 10), 2 mezzotints of J). Meer- 
straten and his wife by J, Ff. Leonart, and others. . 


Among the portraits in these volumes are those af Snyders, Breugel, 
Seghers, Rubens, Inigo Jones, Callot, Sir Kenelm Digby, Peiresc, Maria 
de Medici, Lady Catherine Howard, Gustav ae of Sweden,

All the slates are a very fine condition and many in he extremely 
rare earlier states. No set of this importance has been offered for sale 
for many years, and none is likely to be offered in the future, having 
regard to the extreme rarity of early van Dyck prints. The present 
collection comes from the famous Beckford and Clumber libraries.
